THE LATE MBS CALDWELL

ment and then disappeared from the Colony 
without having got Mra Usldwell to sign 
the deed of'tranefer or any othor document 
ja tho matter. She therefore did not give 
up the property to Tsang Lu Woon, aa she 
had not received the money nr agreed to 
the transaction’; and presont auit was tor 
$24,000 and interest claimed by plaintiff in 
lieu of the same. Tho case wis to have 
been hoard before s special jury; but 
under the rales of tho Court, ‘Thursday last 
was tho latest time for taking steps to 
ompinel, and nothing had been done then. 
It was now stated that Mra Caldwoll died 
this morning, sud so the action would have 
to atand over on that ground also.

BHIPPING DISASTERS. 

London, Mey 27.—A dinastrous beiler 
explosion ccourred on board a new Danish 
lorpudo-boat destroyer at. Iickenfarder Bay, 
ou the eastern coast of Sobleawig, with the 
result that six men were killed and twolve 
others injured. . 

- May 28.—A terrible shipwreck, involving 
great loss of lifo, bos occurred off Oarril, on 
the north-west coast of Spain. The French 
mail steamer Dom Pedro, running between 
Havro and the Argontine Republic, struck 
on 6 aubmorged rack. “The boilers after- 
wards exploded with tarrific force, causing 
the veesel to sink almost immediately, The 
whole of the passengers, 80 in number, 
portshed, being either killed by the ex: 
plosion or drowned. Twenty-three ‘of the 
crew algo lost theirlives. The captain and 

6 of the ¢row were saved. 

Muy 29.—News has heen received of the 
wrack of the steamer Dom Pedro, Sho ia 
reported to have struck on & submerged 
rock, and to have sunk immediately. Tho 


{captain and twenty-six of the crew wera 


saved, and eighty peesongers and tyenty- 
three of the crew were drowned, Tho 
Dom Pedro, which was a French steamer 
of 2999 tons grosa register, foundered neat 
the Usrriera Islands, off the weatern couet 
of Spain.
